Date: September 5, 2012
Re: Local Technical Assistance Program Update

The CMAP Board and committees receive regular updates on the projects being undertaken
through the Local Technical Assistance (LTA) program, including those receiving staff
assistance and grants. To date, 62 local projects have been initiated. Of these, 14 projects have
been completed, 40 are fully underway, and 8 will get actively underway in the near future.
Two projects were completed in August; these include the comprehensive plan for Campton
Hills and a water conservation plan for Evanston. Further detail on LTA project status can be
found on the attached project status table.

Proposals for the second round of LTA projects were received and began to be reviewed in
August. A summary of the applications received is available on the main LTA website,
http://www.cmap.illinois.gov/lta/.
